This book, in common with most others printed in this peculiar type, was 
designed to teach children to read and write.

A chap book on the life and miracles of Saint Francis of Assisi: the author 
is apparently unknown. The writer having disposed of Saint Francis proceeds 
to relate the story of Hermegilde (or Hermenegilde), saint and martyr. The 
Biographie Universelle, Vol. 19, p. 262, gives the following account of this | 
obscure personage: He was a prince of the Visigoths, and son of King Leuvi- 
gilde. He was educated as an Arian, but after his marriage with Ingonde, 
daughter of Sigebert, King of France, accepted, at her persuasion, the orthodox 
faith. Leuvigilde gave to Hermegilde the principality of Andalusia, in order 
that he might learn how to govern. The conversion of Hermegilde led to a 
rupture, and eventually to war between him and his father, who was an Arian. 
The king conquered and threw his son into prison, offering him the alternative 
of returning to Arianism or death : he chose the latter and was executed almost 
immediately by decapitation. The Roman Church have placed him on their 
roll of martyrs, and commemorate his death on April 18th. The date of his 
martyrdom is supposed to be April 4th, A.D. 486.

(Span. Lit. III, pp. 486, et seq.) endeavours to prove that it is also a literary 
forgery. If Ticknor is correct, the book has a very curious history. A Spanish 
gentleman, named Don Juan de Vera, was, though of good family, dissatisfied 
with his ancestors; he, therefore, wrote, or caused to be written, about eight 
works, all incidentally tending to the aggrandisement of the De Veras, who 
suddenly discovered that they were related to half the crowned heads of Europe. 
These books were published in different towns, such as Salamanca, Milan, 
Arras, and even Lima. So far the story is a matter of certainty. Now Ticknor 
believes that this book is one of the same family, for the following reasons : 
(1) Fernan Gomez, though a court functionary, appears to be unknown to his 
supposed contemporaries. (2) The letters follow contemporary chronicles so 
closely that, though undated, they can have the dates assigned from the 
chronicles. (3) The language is often over archaic, and ‘‘ Gomez ’’ uses a 
word for which no other authority is known (ca=que). (4) The editor, though 
half a century later, uses exactly the same archaisms. (5) Eleven of the letters 
contain statements about Vera’s family in the reign of John II. It is impos- 
sible to resist the conviction that De Vera, warming to his work, attempted a 
double forgery, literary and bibliographical.

355. D.N.B. XVIII, 536. Sir Thomas Smith’s grandfather, Sir Andrew Judd, 
was one of the founders of the Muscovy Company, and he himself seems to 
have been interested in the Muscovy trade. The present volume is an account 
of his visit to Russia as James I’s ambassador in 1604. He travelled by way 
of Archangel, Kholmogori and Vologhda to Jaroslay, where the emperor was. 
During his stay he obtained a grant of new privileges for the company. The 
book itself, however, appears to have been written, not by Sir Thomas, but by 
some literary hack in the employment of Nathaniel Butter, who was more 
interested in literary and dramatic doings at home than in high policy abroad; 
he constantly introduces topic quite foreign to the subject’: he alludes to ‘‘ the 
dead-living, life-giving Sydney, Prince of Poesie,’’ and elsewhere to the 
‘* Arcadia,’ ‘‘ or in the earth-deploring, sententious, high-rapt Tragedie with 
the noble Foulk Grevill,’’ and ‘‘ our Lawreat, worthy Benjamin [Jonson],’’ and 
the following passage is not without interest: ‘‘ But as the Poeticall Furie in a 
Stage-action, compleat yet with horrid and wofull tragedies, a first, but no 
second to any Hamlet: and that now Reuenge, just Revenge, was comming 
with his sword drawn against him. . . [ete.]. Apparently this is a refer- 
ence to the earlier Hamlet, now unhappily lost, which seems to have been 
written to suit the tastes of Bottom the Weaver, with a part to ‘‘ tear a cat in, 
to make all split.’’ Lodge in his ‘‘ Wit’s Misery ”’ also mentions it—‘‘ the 
ghost who cried so miserably at the Theatre, Hamlet, revenge!’’ It is recorded 
in Henslow’s Diary that it was performed in 1594 and was then an old play.
